“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Practicing Our Christian Religion 


“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God,” 2 Tim. 2:15. 

We read, very often, of a practical re- 
ligion, a religion that will wear as well 
during the week as it does on Sunday. 
The gospel of the salvation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ is a practical religion; prac- 
tical for man or woman; young or old; 
rich or poor. It is the only religion that 
offers abiding peace for the soul and joy 
and abundance of life. In order to secure 
the fullest life of service to God and 
man (which should be the sole aim of 
a Christian) we must do certain things 
daily to keep us on the firing line; and 
at other times we have opportunities to 
practice certain religious graces which 
will serve to keep us steady in our lives. 
All whe accept Jesus as their personal 
Savior necd to practice Jesus’ teachings 
every day. 

Now a musician, in order to become 
skilled in the pianoforte, must not only 
study the theory and harmony of music 
but he must apply his knowledge in daily 
practice. For every day he practices he 
becomes a more versatile artist; and his 
skill develops with his zealous applica- 
tions to his art. This is true of any art 
or science. Practice perfects in music, 
painting, religion. As plenty of scales and 
arpeggios are a sure way to musical prog- 
ress, so the commandments and teach- 
ings of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, 
the creeds of our Church and the 
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promptings of the Holy Spirit, when put 
into practice, cause our salvation to de- 
velop into a fruit-bearing tree. We need 
a practical religion and we need to prac- 
tice religion. 

Let us distinguish, for the sake of 
consistency and coherence, between re- 
ligion and salvation from the Christian 
viewpoint. Christian salvation comes 
through faith in the gospel of the Son of 
God (Rom. 1:17). Good religion as we 
are considering it, herein, is simple, good 
evidence in our visible lives of the in- 
visible grace of God in our hearts. Water 
baptism and feet washing are evidences of 
good religion but do not give us salva- 
tion, rather their observance grants us a 
conscience void of offense and the satis- 
faction of obedience. 

There are two sides to religion: a posi- 
tive and a negative side, a donning of 
the new man after a putting off of the 
old man. We subtract certain worldly 
gestures and substitute certain godly 
practices. Women let their hair grow 
long; they discard unnecessary ornamen- 
tations, they wear modest-necked, long- 
sleeved dresses and give good physical 
appearance of good religion. Men pull 
down their shirt sleeves, add a tie and a 
coat; put garters on their socks and give 
good physical appearance of religion. 

The attendance of both sexes ceases at 
the moving pictures, theatres, dances, 
poolrooms, bars, ball games and other 


public places of amusement, but their 
attendance is regularly observed at the 
prayer meetings and church services. To- 
bacco, liquors, wines, beer and cards are 
laid aside and mission giving and tithing 
replace them, Questionable literature is 
laid aside; questionable companions are 
rerounced, questionable practices are dis- 
continued. This is not enough however; 
as seen from the above we must not on- 
ly subtract but we must add new habits. 
If we were content to merely lay aside 
the old man, life would be very meaning- 
less and empty and old habits would soon 
be resumed. Old things must be put off 
and new things must be put on. 


When we complied with the few 
things above, which is merely a brief 
summary of the born-again person, we 
have sloughed off only the physical ma- 
terial, hindrances to our growth from 
spiritual babyhood to manhood. We have 
not run the race yet, we have merely 
prepared to run it. 2 Tim. 2:22; Heb. 
12:1. We do these things because they 
are right to do. Born of the Spirit we are 
told by Him to search out the command- 
ments in the Word to guide our first 
steps toward our goal, i. e. eternal 
life and that more abundantly in this 
present world. We cannot begin to attain 
the spiritual until the physical is brought 
into submission. No born-again person 
desires to fulfill only the law of God, but

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The Slaying of Jezebel

This message comes as a warning. 
God warns us because He loves us and 
this message is delivered without any 
thought of standing out against any in- 
dividual, but against evil itself. 

Jezebel lived about eight hundred 
years before the, birth of Christ. She 
lived in the land of Palestine in the town 
of Jezreel. Her husband’s name _ was 
Ahad, king of Israel. She lived in the 
time of Elijah, one of the greatest of the 
minor prophets, Jezebel claimed to be 
very godly, but in reality she was very 
ungodly. She was the cause of the death 
of her husband and many others and 
finally her own life was taken. 

The people of Jezreel yielded to her 
influence until the Lord was _ so dis- 
pleased with this He raised up a man by 
the name of Jehu to head a great army 
that came against the city. When she 
heard of his coming through the gates, 
she painted her face and tired her head, 
and looked out of the window and said 
something saucy to Jehu. He looked up 
and said, “Who is on my side? who? And 
there looked out to him two or three 
eunuchs. And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and some of 
her blood was sprinkled on the wall, and 
on the horses: and he trod her under 
foot, And when he was come in, he did 
eat and drink, and said, Go, see now this 
cursed woman, and bury her: for she is a 
king’s daughter. And they went to bury 
her: but they found no more of her than 
the skull, and the feet, and the palms of 
her hands. Wherefore they came again, 
and told him. And he said, This is the 
word of the Lord, which he spake by 
his servant Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
In the portion of Jezreel shall dogs eat 
the flesh of Jezebel,” 2 Kings 9:30-36. 

I don’t suppose Jezebel believed the 
prophet when she was told that one day 
the dogs would eat her flesh. She, no 
doubt, passed the matter up, went on 
about her own affairs. She did not be- 
lieve in the Lord God of Israel anyway. 
She had a god of her own and no doubt 
she thought she would come out ll 
right, but when the day came the dogs 
ate her flesh just the same. 

Isaiah 3:16, “Moreover the Lord saith, 
Because the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched forth 
necks and wanton eyes, walking and 
mincing as they go, and making a tink- 
ling with their feet: Therefore the Lord 
will smite with a scab the crown of the 
head.” So many girls and young men of 
today are in such distress because of those 
diseases, who rise up early in the morn- 


ing that they follow strong drink and 
continue until night till wine inflame 


‘them, so now read Isa. 5:13, 14. ““There- 


fore my people are gone into captivity, 
because they have no knowledge: and 
their honourable men are famished, and 
their multitude dried up with thirst. 
Therefore hell hath enlarged herself, and 


opened her mouth without measure.” 


Jesus said, “But as the days of Noe 
were, so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be. For as in the days that 
were before the flood they were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage,” Matt. 24:37. All right, look 
and see if you can’t discern that these 
times are upon us? In my early life I 
could scarcely hear of any divorce cases.

Now my _ brother or sister, 
can’t you see for yourself that this is in 
our midst today? We can go out among 
the world and see that they don’t want 
to retain God in their minds, but by 
their actions they say, Give me every- 
thing that is pleasant to the eye.

for him: fret not thyself because of him 
who prospereth in his way, because of 
the man who bringeth wicked devices 
to fon; Pes.. 37: 7.

These 
scriptures were all written aforetime for 
our learning and it is through patience 
that we can grasp these truths. 

“But in all things approving ourselves 
as the ministers of God, in much pa- 
tience, in affliction, in necessities, in dis- 
tresses,” 2 Cor. 6:4. 

There is no example of a minister more 
effective than when in sickness, and dis- 
tresses, and necessities, he proves him- 
self patient. An example like this will 
take to all his flock and a church with a 
ministry with patience and love will fi- 
nally develop into one of the most help- 
ful bodies that can exist in all the world. 
This will apply even to the laity. How 
sweet and good it is for one to bear his 
trials patiently. You may feel sometimes 
that you are imposed upon, and I am 
sure you are, but the greatest blessings 
that can come to your friends is for you 
to bear these trials patiently. This is the 
only way we can approve ourselves in all 
things. Paul said to the Romans, “Truly 
the signs of an apostle were wrought 
among you in all patience, in signs, and 
wonders, and mighty deeds.” This is one 
among the greatest sayings that comes 
from Paul to the churches. There is 
aothing that will prove our sincerity 
more than being patient. I am talking 
about patience from a godly heart. We 
may put on these things but there is a 
vast difference in pretending that we do 
not care and really having the love in our 
hearts to bear these things patiently. 

Paul said to the church at Colosse, 
“Strengthened with all might, accord- 
ing to his glorious power, unto all pa- 
tience and longsuffering with joyful- 
ness.” This strengthening comes from 
God and it is according to His glorious 
power, and we can have longsuffering 
and patience. 

“We give thanks to God always for 
you all, making mention of you in our

Things That Followed 
Pentecost 


We like to think of the great demon- 
stration on the day of Pentecost. What it 
meant to the onlookers, also the report 
that spread abroad and the effect that 
it must have produced as it went out in 
every direction. 

But there were some things mentioned 
later that were of tremendous impor- 
tance to the followers of Jesus and their 
future progress. The above text has some 
underlying thoughts that are of deep 
significance. 

1. We notice that these thousands of 
new converts “continued.” There was 
nothing superficial about their profession, 
they stuck. In many revivals in these 
days a large per cent of the converts 
fall out and go back into the world soon 
after the revival is over. The depth and 
worth of any revival may be determined 
by the type of converts turned out or 
the amount that remains, 

2. “They continued stedfastly.” Noth- 
ing could shake their faith, they were 
firmly tixed in their purpose. They were 
at once ready for their place and part in 
the great program of the Lord. The 
transformation in their lives was com- 
plete, both outward and inward. 

3. “They continued stedfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine.” Thus they are classi- 
fied. This puts them on the same foot- 
ing in the world as are the apostles. 
Whatever is the platform of the apostles, 
theirs is the same. Whatever the apostles 
are, they are. Many followed Jesus for the 
loaves and fishes and others from mere 
curiosity who never cast their lot with 
Him. But whatever Jesus and the day of 
Pentecost meant to the apostles, it meant 
the same now to these new converts. 
They were right in line, 

4. “And fellowship.” The interests, re- 
sponsibilities, pleasures, and prospects of 
the gospel they shared with the apostles. 
They see eye to eye and are wholly with 
them. 

5. “And in breaking of bread, and in 
prayers.” All were united in the great 
service of the Master. There were no 
lines of separation any where and for 
their own welfare and the work of sal- 
vation among men in_ general they 
unitedly prayed. Here are three outstand- 
ing features in the progress made by the 
early Church. First, the apostles’ doc- 
trine. They built on the truth. Second, 
the fellowship of the saints. They stood 
together and pulled together—unity. 


Third, their praying. Real praying al- 
ways brings results, For the present, the 
terms and conditions of God's blessing 
and favor are the same as then. Let us 
seek God as the apostles sought Him, on 
the same general principle, in the same 
spirit and the same results shall be ours. 





The Rule of Faith 

We still abide by the time-honored 
position that the scriptures of the Old 
and New Testament are the only suf- 
ficient rule of faith and practice. “It 
is the faith to be maintained.” In spite 
of the findings of philosophy, science, 
higher criticism or what not, the Word of 
God stands. It is the authoritative rule 
of faith for all time and so for today, 
for it is the “faith once for all delivered 
to the saints.” 





The Bible a Revelation 

Whatever view men hold of the Bible 
it comes to us as a revelation, it is given 
as such. 

It declares that God deals with men. 

In it God offers fellowship with men. 

It declares that God’s voice has been 
heard by men. 

It is backed by such authority as

it is his joy, his desire, his delight to do 

those things pleasing to God, which may 

or may not be plain!y commanded in His 

Word. To the sinnei only are such things 

foolish, it is their pleasure to scorn, to 

ridicule, to mock those who have been 
born of the Spirit. Thus they bear fruit 
for their father, the devil. The weak 

Christian desires to please God but un- 

til deeply sanctified and baptized with 

the Holy Ghost he is unable co stand 
firmly and to bear much fruit. 

“Herein is my father glorified that ye 
bear much fruit, so shall ye be my disci- 
ples,” John 15:8. Our fruit-bearing is 
dependent primarily upon two things, 
establishment and pruning. A tree that 
is constantly transplanted and that is 
never planted firmly in good, rich soil 
never has a chance to bear fruit. Get 
sanctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and added to His Church and you 
will begin to bear fruit. Then we must 
do some pruning outwardly and God 
does the inner pruning. We cut off old 
leaves of desires and old blossoms of hab- 
its and dead branches of sins and_ then 
God goes inside and prunes out the cause 
of all our dead wood. Sanctification will 
purge us of any stop gaps and the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost will send the new 
life beating joyously throughout our en- 
tire lives and we begin to bear fruit. 
First, leaves of good religious desires; 
next, the blossoms of good religious prac- 
tices, and last, the fruit of a pleasing life 
to God. 

Now the leaves of desire and the blos- 
soms of practice differ in this way. We 
may have the desire to go to God’s house 
to worship, but to practice our religion 
we pray God to make a way; we strive, 
even to attend, we humb)? our hearts and 
enter His house with praise. Our con- 
duct in church is the way we practice 
our religion in God’s house. “It is God 
that worketh in us both to WILL and 
DO of his good pleasure.” This is the 
positive abundant side of religion. The 
love for God-given right-of-way gives 
new value, new impetus, new character 
to our souls and manifests itself in our 
outward lives. 

We have several angles from which to 
consider how we practice our religion 
individually. First, comes the way we 
practice or study to show ourselves ap- 
proved unto God. Next the way we con- 
trol or edify ourselves. Next, the way we 
seek to win our families, the way we wit- 
ness to our neighbors, both far and near, 
and the way we reveal our loyalty to our 
church. The way we act on being placed 
in covenant relationship and sonship with 
God is the way we practice our religion. 
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There must be first a definite deter- 
mination to serve God and to serve Him 
only. If you are not firmly settled in 
doctrine, if you are not stabilized by 
sanctification and the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, your religion will grow cold with 
circumstances. An empty, clean vessel 
(sanctified) is not as apt to whirl and 
turn over with every wind if filled and 
overflowing with pure, fresh water 
(baptism of the Holy Ghost). There- 
fore, like Daniel, you must purpose in 
your heart not to be defiled with the 
king’s meat (world) and you must have 
a determination, as Ruth had, to go all 
the way. Jesus is the way. He was free 
from all sin, sanctified and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and tempted too, and 
finally glorified. Ruth’s face was set 
towards Canaan, its God, its worship, its 
people, and she went to live and die by 
the creeds of Canaan. If you haven't 
that singleness of purpose, that  go- 
through-at-any-cost determination, ask 
God to give it to you before you read 
any further. Settle it with God to be 
stable in all your way (James 1:8). 

After you have a fixed determination 
offer yourself to God anew and afresh, 
commit your ways and thoughts unto 
Him against that day. Give God in def- 
inite words all you have, good, bad and 
indifferent. Be definite with Him about 
everything; if you are unconcerned about 
any special need, be sure the Maker of 
the universe will be indifferent also. Live 
a life of day-by-day committal. Choose 
each day to serve God. Purpose, freshly, 
in your heart, before arising even, to 
serve Him. Plead the b!ood and tell Him 
that your desire is to Him and that you 
put the responsibility of the day’s tests 
upen Him. Do not limit God. Above all 
enter into His gates with praise and into 
His courts with thanksgiving. A born- 
again Christia practices praising God 
from a heart of honest gratitude. Only 
the sinner belittles and scorns the good- 
ness of God’s providence and refuses God 
the glory of “ordinary miracles.” Love 
God and keep His commandments out of 
a pure heart. Pray for grace, strength, 
wisdom to obey them as you find them. 

Your attitude towards yourself should 
be unselfish and crucified. You are saved 
by unmerited favor. God asks your life 
and all it contains in exchange for His 
grace. Be unselfish in giving yourself to 
God, in giving yourself to others. Let 
God crucify anything in your heart and 
life that will hinder His will in you. Let 
God use you freely; let Him have ready 
access to your time, your talents, your 
prayers. Lavish your kindest words, your 
most encouraging smiles, your heartfelr 
sympathy on others in His name. Be un: 
selfish with your best, put your worst 
under the blood and leave it there. 
Above all, pray earnestly for yourself: 
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Did you ever notice how some will drag 
in someone else to pray for when they 
need to pray old self under the blood? 
When the preacher gives an altar call to 
pray for yourself (notice singular) pray 
for yourself—let sinners, etc. wait until 
another time. Keep in mind your weak 
points and pray for them openly; God 
knows they are there anyway. Why not 
bring them into light, confess them and 
get help? Many a time when you do not 
feel exactly pleased about having your 
heart searched, to say nothing of BEING 
AFRAID to have it searched, you can 
tell the Lord in plain words how you feel 
about yourself, ask forgiveness an d 
strength and the burden lifts. If all 
“selfs” were always right with God, there 
would be no friction in home, com- 
munity or church. It’s only when you 
think the other person needs the fixing 
the trouble comes. Keep yourself pure 
and unspotted from the world and keep 
yourself in the love of God. He will keep 
you from falling and preserve you from 
all evil. 

Of next intimate concern is your 
family. If you are a parent the family 
altar should be your first concern and 
the primary evidence of your good re- 
ligion in your home. If you have never 
had a family altar or have never prayed 
before your family you will need to do 
some daily dying in order to get the 
victory. Your children, especially the 
small ones, will be greatly excited over 
the sight of you on your knees and the 
first altar worship may be only a few 
words interspersed with snickers and 
giggles. The determination to exalt God 
to His rightful place as Supreme Protec- 
tor, Judge, Teacher, Guide and Friend 
will see you through if sustained by 
hours and tears of private prayer. En- 
courage each individual to pray and to 
give prayer requests. Read God’s Word 
aloud daily. The Sunday School lesson is 
an excellent one to adopt until the Holy 
Spirit reveals the one especially suited to 
your family. It will make your scripture 
reading and exhortation consecutive and 
linked in thought; from day to day pro- 
vide a memory verse and subjects related 
to everyday life, When expedient bring 
in Bible doctrines and tenets of the 
church, giving scripture always to sup- 
port the particular doctrine or tenet. 
Make a practice of giving God’s Word on 
disputed subjects, it has a finality and 
authority of its own. 

If there are unsympathetic members of 
the household, remember them in prayer; 
pray earnestly that any evil influence 
they may have will be offset by the in- 
fluence of the Holy Spirit Himself. 
Urge willing members to keep secret 
tryst with God during the day. Do not 
limit God by your fears and with cir- 
cumstances; you haven’t a member of

your family to finally lose to the devil. 
Even though some relatives may be more 
precious to you, there is on respect of 
persons with God. Practice letting 
charity begin at home in kind words and 
deeds. 


Neighbors are classed as near and re- 
mote, The neighbors near you should be 
able to see your light burning brightly 
at home. All shining necessitates burn- 
ing and burning means pain. Be able to 
go into any neighbor’s house to help in 
time of trouble. If your religion makes 
you unwelcome keep your heart right. If 
your life makes you unwelcome take a 
new dip under the blood and secure a 
fresh determination to live the life in 
your own home and community. You 
can shine five miles from home _ very 
easily, but if you shine steadily at home 
you have the religion that counts with 
God. A neighbor who hears you scream- 
ing at or for your children, nagging or 
criticizing, is not able to see your light. 
A little snuffer of an unkind word will 
put your light out as surely as a big 
snuffer or a robbery or murder. Keep oil 
in your lamps, oil is a type of the Holy 
Ghost. No matter how good your lamp 
or how costly, your lamp doesn’t burn 
until the oil is in it. You can easily 
quench your supply of oil too (Prov. 
31:18). The women should be keepers at 
home (Titus 2:5); the-men diligent to 
earn an honest living (2 Thess. 3:8-10). 
Your prayer life, your Bible study, your 
house work, your business should keep 
your time occupied if done with an eye 
to God’s approval. God’s grace will en- 
able you to keep the telephone poles out 
of your own eyes and to let the splinters 
in your neighbor’s eyes alone until he 
asks you to pull them out. Keep your 
home affairs at home. If you can’t say 
something good, don’t say anything. 
Above a!l love your neighbor as your- 
self and as much as lies within you, live 
peaceably with all men. 


Your foreign neighbors need your 
support and financial aid; give as unto 
the Lord of both. When the world is 
evangelized we may look the sooner for 
our Lord; get under the burden. Every 
penny is a precious mite in God’s sight. 
The orphans need every coupon you can 
save. A scrap of cloth may grow into a 
quilt when put with other scraps of 
cloth. Encourage your children to give 
and to go to foreign fields. God needs 
many workers who are able to be tested 
red-hot in tribulation and deprivations. 
God help us to be faithful in that which 


is least! 


Your attitude towards the Church is 
a major evidence of your good religion. 
Practice making regular efforts to attend 
services with as nearly one hundred per 
cent of your family as possible. Get the 
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children’s things ready at least on Fri- 
day for a neat appearance on Sunday. 
Saturday nights review the Golden Text 
and any memery verses learned, while 
giving a top to toe scrubbing. Practice 
the command in Deut. 6:7. Study God’s 
Word with an eye as to how “thou 
oughtest to behave in God’s house.” The 
church building is the house of God and 
we are His temple. Think it out. 


There should be a quiet entrance, a 
loving smile, a word (notice singular) 
of greeting for all and IMMEDIATE 
prayer and praise to God. Do everything 
to the glory of God. Sing as unto the 
Lord; pray unto the Lord; give atten- 
tion as unto the Lord. 


Your children will reveal your atti- 
tude towards God’s house. If they run 
around the church, or in and out cf 
church you are party to flagrant 
disrespect to God. Crumbling crackers 
and spilling milk and slopping water are 
absolutely unnecessary. Food in various 
stages of mastication in our church serv- 
ices is as disgusting as church suppers in 
other churches. No other churches permit 
such breach of etiquette. Why should 
Church of God members bring shame 
and reproach on His holy name? If you 
are guilty of allowing such in your chil- 
dren, you are going to be taken in ac- 
count on judgment day. God alone knows 
the shame He must bear because of lack 
of pride and reverence for His house by 
the members of His churches. It adds no 
spirituality and disgusts those who would 
otherwise be attracted. Can outsiders re- 
spect us if we do not respect ourselves? 
If you are falling short of your duty, 
ask God to control their hearts while 
you substitute hickory tea for crackers 
until outward reverence is obtained. 

After service practice keeping the 
Spirit by quiet leave-takings. Sunday is 
no time for business meetings. More 
trouble has been caused by hungry men 
and women worrying over dinners after 
service than good has been accomplished. 
Never allow your children to hear you 
speak adversely of service or pastor. You 
cannot build up respect with disrespect. 
Practice doing loyally every task s- 
signed to you and be just as loyal when 
vou are ignored. Above all be a Chris- 
tian who will actualy help build up the 
church, but do not depend on the serv- 
ices and shouts in church to make you a 
Christian. Be independent of everything 
but Jesus to be an on-fire Christian. 

Lastly, practice your religion every 
day. Be a good soldier on the firing line 
on and off. Remember a soldier drills 
every day and always obeys orders in- 
stantly.
